AUTOMOTIVE INSTRUCTORS 
 
As instructors are aware, all automotive programs that 
are funded by OCTP must maintain a NATEF 
certification.  One requirement for continued 
certification is that instructors must receive 20 hours 
of industry training annually.   Gateway Technical 
College, through a grant from the US Department of 
Labor-Employment & Training, has developed a 
FREE online opportunity for NATEF certified 
instructors to fulfill this requirement.  Log on to:

CAD INSTRUCTORS — CHECK THIS OUT! 
 
PTC, the producer of Pro/DESKTOP has offered free 
training for Pro/Engineer Wildfire 3 Schools Edition.  
While we are not certain that this free training will be 
offered again, it will be well worth your time to 
investigate this CAD drafting package. Instructors 
who complete the training, which is usually offered at 
$350/session, receive a FREE license for 300 seats!   

 
Students who are trained to use their software are 
allowed to take copies home for installation on their 
home computers.  The software is reputed to be “state 
of the art, easily comparable  to anything else on the 
market”. A consultant for the company indicates that 
they are able to make this offer because their target 
market is corporations and it is to their benefit to have 
as many students as possible trained on their produce.

APPRENTICESHIP OPPORTUNITY 
 
The Michigan Laborers’ Training & Apprenticeship 
Institute (MLTAI) provides training for persons 
seeking Journeyman status in their chosen craft.  This 
training is provided free of charge to union 
Construction Craft Laborers and in most cases, a 
stipend is provided while the trainee is going through 
the program.  They are located in three locations 
around Michigan: Iron Mountain, Perry, and Wayne.  
To qualify a person must: 
 

• Be at least 18 years old 
• Undergo drug testing  

• Be physically able to complete required tasks 
• Have a good attitude 
• Be punctual and have good attendance 
• Have reliable transportation

It also provides up to 
$2,000 in medical benefits, a toll-free twenty-four 
hour emergency assistance hotline and up to $2,000 in 
airline bankruptcy protection.

The ITIC (International Teacher Identity) Card — 
Called the “freebie magnet” this card is only available 
to those who are currently teaching.  Retirees are not 
eligible. However, retired educators are free to contact 
them (800-592-2887) for possible savings on 
international travel. There is an annual fee of $25, but 
by using it once it will quickly pay for itself.
